ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year. (Ballot Vote) 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $93,963.00 
for general Town operations:

ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to approve having a competent survey of the 
Town Hall done to assess what renovations should be made to preserve its usefulness for the 
coming years and to determine the estimated cost thereof, such renovations to include improve- 
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ments to meet life safety requirements. The cost of the survey and report to be less than 
$1,500.00. The Selectmen recommend adoption of this article and if it is passed will appoint 
a building committee to oversee the study. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to approve an expenditure of up to six thousand 
dollars ($6,000.00) to correct life safety code deficiencies of the Town Hall. If Article 3 fails 
the Selectmen recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to approve the revised Easton Town Ordinances 
comprising Articles 1 through 10 as presented to the voters in booklet form at the budget 
hearing January 31, 1994. These are to replace existing ordinances except those promulgated 
by the Planning Board and the Trustees of the Cemetery. The Selectmen recommend adoption 
of these Ordinances. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to approve the paying of a stipend to the Fire 
Chief of $500.00 per year commencing in 1994 with that amount to be incorporated in the 
Fire Department budget in 1995 and subsequent years without change until and unless a 
change is authorized at a Town Meeting. The Selectmen recommend the adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will accept the provisions of RSA 33:7 providing that a 
town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific recision 
of such authority, the Selectmen to issue tax anticipation notes. (Majority vote required). The 
Selectmen recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 31:95b providing 
that a town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific 
recision of such authority, the Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without further 
action by Town Meeting, unanticipated money from a State, Federal, or other governmental 
unit or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal year. This authorization 
will remain in effect until rescinded by a vote of the Town. (Majority vote required). The 
Selectmen recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will accept the provisions of RSA 31:95e providing for 
gifts of personal property which may be offered to the Town for any public purpose. The 
Selectmen must hold a public hearing before accepting any such gift and the acceptance shall 
not bind the Town to raise, appropriate or expend any public funds for the operation, 
maintenance, repair or replacement of any such personal property. This article will last 
indefinitely until it is specifically rescinded by a vote of the Town. (Majority vote required). 
The Selectmen recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 31:19 providing 
for the Town to accept gifts, legacies, and devises made to the Town in trust for any public 
purpose. This authorization to last indefinitely until specifically rescinded by a vote of the 
Town. (Majority vote required). The Selectmen recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 11. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 202-A:4-c providing 
that a town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific 
recision of such authority, public library trustees to apply for, accept, and expend, without 
further action of Town Meeting, unanticipated money from State, Federal, or other 
governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal year. (Majority 
vote required). The Selectmen recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 80:42 providing 
that the Selectmen may convey or sell property taken in default of redemption from a tax 
sale either by a public auction, by advertised sealed bids or as justice may require. This article 
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to last indefinitely until rescinded by a vote of the Town. (Majority vote required). The Selectmen 
recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 13. Tosee if the Town will vote to create an expendable general trust fund under 
the provisions of RSA 31:19-a to be known as the Fire Department Equipment Fund for the 
purpose of repairing, maintaining or replacing Fire Department equipment and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) this year and each and every year 
hereafter towards this purpose. Withdrawals are to be made from this fund only by a vote 
of the Town. This Article is to last to December 31, 1999, unless rescinded earlier by a vote 
of the Town. (Majority vote required). The Selectmen recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 14. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 674:40-a providing 
that a town which has conferred upon a planning board platting jurisdiction in accordance 
with RSA 674:35 may delegate to the Selectmen the authority to accept dedicated streets. 
If this article is accepted, it shall last indefinitely until rescinded by a vote of the Town. 
(Majority vote required). The Selectmen recommend adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-b and 43- 
ec for expanded exemptions on real estate for the elderly which statute provides that for a 
resident 65 years of age up to 75 a $5,000.00 exemption, a resident 75 years up to 80 a $10,000.00 
exemption, a resident 80 years of age or older a $20,000.00 exemption, provided that the resident 
owns the real estate individually or jointly with another or a spouse with whom he has been 
living for at least five years as man and wife; said resident had a net income as specified 
in RSA 72:48-g and owns assets of any kind, tangible or intangible, less bona fide encumbrances 
not in excess of the value specified in RSA 72:43-c III, and provided further that the exemptions 
shall be based upon the assessed value of the real estate. This article shall last indefinitely 
until rescinded by a vote of the Town. (Majority vote required). The Selectmen recommend 
adoption of this article. 


ARTICLE 16. To act upon any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

REPORT OF THE EASTON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


At the close of 1993 the Easton Fire Department was a little more than 3 years old. 


During 1993, the Department responded to 18 incidents compared to 6 incidents in the previous 
year. Response time was outstanding as was the number of fire fighters responding to the 
incidents. 


Special Controlled-Burn Training Programs were held at 3 locations this year providing 
fire fighters with opportunities to practice their skills. 


A total of 24 combined meetings and training drills were conducted last year. 


Fire fighters also attended 2-day training courses sponsored by Twin State Mutual Aid 
Association and Meadowood Fire Fighter School. 


The Easton Fire Fighters Association sponsored the 3rd annual Muster and Chicken BBQ 
Dinner in June. In July, Association members catered dinner at the Hayseed Festival. Monies 
from the 2 events plus donations received were used to purchase equipment for the Fire 
Department. 


The Association membership also contributed equipment totaling $6,278.00. 


During Fire Prevention Week, a Children’s Program was conducted at the Franconia 
Children’s Center. 


Fire safety inspections were done in conjunction with the State Fire Marshall’s Office at 
the Fire Station and Town Hall. Various code violations were noted and recommendations 
made. 


Easton fire fighters volunteered over 2000 hours of their time in 1993. We thank the Easton 
Fire Department members for the many hours of time and effort they expended on behalf 
of the Town of Easton. 


Our thanks to the Kinsman Valley Women’s Club, Easton residents and out-of-towners for 
their continued support throughout the year. 


A special thanks to the spouses of the fire fighters for their understanding and support 
considering the time involved as the Department fulfilled its commitment to the Town. 


“911” should be called immediately when you have a problem or feel you might have a 
problem. Please do not call a fire fighter at his/her home because this wastes valuable time 
since 911 must be called anyway in order to tone all the fire fighters on their radios. Leave 
the house immediately as smoke and toxic fumes can be deadly.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1993, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number 
of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were campfires left unattended, 
unsupervised children and debris fires that escaped control. All of these fires are preventable, 
but ONLY with your help! 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. New Hampshire 
State Law (RSA 224:27 II) requires that, “No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause 
to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when 


the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done.” 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire 
are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are also 
liable for all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns in wildland 
fire suppression during 1993 and participated in many fire prevention programs. This year, 
the nation is celebrating Smokey Bear’s 50th anniversary. The State of New Hampshire Forest 
Protection Bureau will be working with many communities to spread the fire prevention message 
- “Remember...Only YOU can prevent forest fires. Fire prevention is the most cost effective 
fire suppression tool. Please be careful around fires and help us and our communities have 
a fire safe year.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


In 1998, the Conservation Commission monitored logging operations in the Town. In the 
past, serious departure from acceptable logging standards brought this issue to our attention 
and demonstrated the need for Conservation Commission intervention. 


We were also called upon to advise and make recommendations pertaining to wetlands impact 
on two major developments in town. 


Time restraints in this past year on the various Conservation Commission members made 
it impossible to actively pursue projects as the natural resource inventory; though the 
Commission was always available to act when the need arose. 


A lack of funds makes it unfeasible to consider seeking acquisitions of conservation land 
at this time.

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SELECTMENS’ REPORT 


Easton spent approximately $356,000 in 1993, about $15,000 more than was appropriated 
and some $50,000 more than was spent in 1992. Spending will also rise in 1994, assuming 
that warrant articles and proposed budget increases are approved at the Annual Town Meeting. 
Our tax rate is lower than in most area towns, though it has risen from $7.40 in 1991 to 
$11.33 in 1993 and will likely be higher for 1994, due to increased expenditures and to the 
many acres put into “Current Use” last year. Current use land is taxed at a very low rate, 
and the loss of revenue can only be made up by raising the tax rate on land and property 
that remains. Selectmen are responsible for managing the Town’s affairs during the year, 
but it’s the residents voting at the Town Meeting who decide just how much revenue is to 
be raised and spent! 


A number of ordinances have been compiled for consideration at the Town Meeting, and 
a new computerized tax bill will be introduced in 1994. Instructions have been devised to 
help property owners understand the “Intent to Cut” process, along with precautions about 
how to avoid costly mistakes relative to logging operations on their land. Residents are advised 
that it is the State Department of Revenue and not the Town that has jurisdiction over all 
logging activities, so it is to that agency that any irregularities or concerns should be directed. 


This year, a question was raised as to whether or not Sugar Hill Road was a “Scenic Road”, 
and an investigation revealed that it is not. A 1977 Town Meeting vote to make it so had 
no effect because it is a so-called “State Aid” road, meaning that State approval would be 
required for such a designation to occur. 


A joint meeting of Easton, Franconia and Sugar Hill Selectmen was held in July, and matters 
relating to the recreation program, the tri-town recycling center and the condition of Route 
116 were discussed. Efforts have been made to pursuade the State to consider a major 
reconstruction of the road in the forseeable future, though, as of now, it is not on their agenda. 


In a series of letters to school authorities, Selectmen questioned why costs, particularly at 
Profile, were so high, and while the public’s consciousness may have been aroused, no real 
answers to the problem have been forthcoming. In 1989, Easton’s school costs were $80,568 
and for 1993, the cost was more than $220,000. Whether the revenues come from property 
taxes or from some alternative source, the problem of school costs rising some 175% in five 
years would seem worthy of everyone’s attention. However, unless and until concerned taxpayers 
form a pressure group sufficient to be reckoned with, school costs may be expected to continue 
rising, more-or-less unabated, in the years ahead! 


Finally, there are several matters in need of attention, for which the formation of a Residents 
Advisory Group would be very helpful. Questions about the future of our Town Hall and what 
renovations may ultimately be required need to be addressed. Also, we have a Capital 
Improvements Program report that was issued in 1989 but has lain dormant, though it was 
supposed to have been updated annually. A study of how land is being used would be desirable, 
as well, to better understand the current use situation, to anticipate where and when future 
housing developments may occur and to find out what land, if any, may be available or needed 
for the Town’s public purposes in the coming years. Occasional meetings of such an advisory 
group should not be too time consuming, so everyone is urged to consider signing up at the 
Annual Town Meeting - no special skills required!

ROAD AGENT'S REPORT 


Easton maintains ten Town roads, summer and winter. In addition, there are three so-called 
“State Aid Roads” that are maintained by the State in the summer and by the Town in the 
winter - Sugar Hill Road, part of Paine Road and Tunnel Brook Road. 


In addition to routine maintenance on our Town roads, a major renovation of Beaver Meadow 
Road, which began in 1992, was completed this year. Also, the Town Hall parking lot and 
firehouse driveway were tidied up and oiled. 


In 1994, Gingerbread Road and the beginning portion of Valley View Road will be re-graveled 
and graded, with oiling to occur in the following year. By about the year 2000, whatever 
major work that may be needed on all Town roads should be completed, and some thought 
might be given, in the meantime, as to whether or not to embark upon a long-range Beers 
of asphalting some or all of our roads.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The business of the Easton Planning Board over the second half of 1993 was dominated 
by review of applications to subdivide the land of the Cooley Farm situated on the westerly 
side of Sugar Hill Road, initially to subdivide it into two large tracts, and then to re-subdivide 
one of those large tracts into 31 lots averaging a little over five acres each. By reason that 
these applications were outgrowths of the lengthy, at times acrimonious, and still pending 
three-way litigation in the Grafton County Superior Court to which the Estate of Durand 
Cooley, Mr. and Mrs. David Shepard, and the Town of Easton are the parties, it has been 
necessary for the Board to proceed with particular care. Accordingly, the Board has followed 
policies of strict adherence to the statutes and its regulations, and of keeping the attorneys 
for the Cooley Estate and Mr. and Mrs. Shepard fully informed, in particular by giving them 
as much advance notice as possible between meetings of the Board’s concerns and anticipated 
needs. The results through December 31, 1993 were the approval of the basic two-lot subdivision, 
without rancor or undue controversy on October 5, 1998, and the as yet incomplete process 
of review of the proposed resubdivision of the Shepard tract without any more apparent difficulty 
or delay than is usual in cases of subdivisions of its size and complexity. 


Consultations with outside legal counsel in anticipation of the filing of the Cooley Estate/ 
Shepard applications caused the Board greatly to exceed its 1998 budget, but no recurrence 
of this or any other budget-busting expense is expected in 1994. The Board has, however, 
asked for a $400 appropriation for the purchase of a cabinet to enable flat storage and easy 
retrieval of subdivision plans and of tax and other official and unofficial Town maps. 
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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE REPORT 


Sometimes, when things seem to be difficult in our own lives, we forget to stand back and 
take a look at the whole picture. Recently I took a “second look” at Main St. and it was heartening 
to see the positive things that are going on. Stonybrook and the Village House are open again, 
the Rivagale has been totally renovated and filled with small businesses, Bob’s Mobil has 
had a super face lift, as have several other buildings on the Main St. Franconia Garage (a 
longtime eye sore) has been totally renovated and Garnet Hill has begun some major expansions. 
The Heritage Council has opened a mini-museum and the historical Stone Stack has been 
cleaned up and made more visible. Put into perspective, can the rest of the business communities 
economic recovery be far behind??? 


The chamber has been busy working on advertising and promotion for local businesses. 
For the third year we are participating in the production of the magazine Mountain Country 
with Lincoln-Woodstock and Waterville Valley. Mountain Country has proven to be a tremendous 
marketing tool. Over 50% of its readers stated it was significantly helpful in planning their 
vacation and 58% said it was a major influence in deciding to visit our region. This past year 
we printed and distributed 50,000 of our local brochure/directory which was enhanced to a 
4-color piece thanks to matching grant funding by the state’s JPP Committee. In 1994 we'll 
increase that to 75,000 printed. 


Chamber projects include: Frostbite Follies, our most successful series of events and great 
press coverage in some time. Find N Phone at Cannon Mountain has proved quite successful 
and doubles as a visual statement that YES there is more to Franconia than just the Notch. 
The Tri-Town mailing received some great responses. Local residents were thrilled to get 
all that helpful information mailed directly to them. We will make this an annual event. We 
will make extra packets for local realtors to distribute as part of a Welcome Package to new 
residents. 


The booth attendants continuously do a terrific job of selling the area and helping the 
vacationing tourist find their way around the Tri-Town community. We are manning the booth 
at the tram in the summer (3 days a week) as well as the booth in town. 


The chamber is looking for more ways to be of service to the community and the businesses 
in the community. If you have suggestions or ideas we’d like to have your suggestions.

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REPORT OF EASTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year was satisfying one, yet one which took up more time than I would have originally 
hoped. 


In the early part of the year and during the spring, a rash of burglaries plagued Easton. 
There were seven housebreaks (five of which were eventually solved, having been committed 
by the same party) with rapidly decreasing intervals between them. As a result of the 
observations of several Easton residents, a suspect was tentatively identified. 


On a snowy day in which there were two separate breaks, footprints were observed that 
were definitely identified as belonging to the suspect, when the suspect was visited at his 
residence. At this point the State Police were brought in and a search warrant obtained from 
Littleton Court. The search warrant was successfully executed. As a result of items noticed 
during the first search and identification through calls to people who had experienced past 
breaks, a second search warrant was obtained and successfully executed. A conviction was 
obtained, and stolen material recovered and returned to the owners. Many burglaries in 
surrounding towns were also cleared. 


In addition to the above, there were calls for domestic disturbance, dog disturbance, assault, 
alarm response, fraud, suspicious persons, accidents, checks on elderly residents, and one bear 
disturbance. An active program of checking for the growing of marijuana was also conducted. 


During the year training in the role of prosecution was obtained for familiarization with 
forms and procedures as well as recognizing that it is as important to get a conviction as 
to make an arrest. 


The Department participated in the Attorney General’s Drug Task Force and local 
Intelligence Meetings of the State Police on a bimonthly basis. We also tried to establish closer 
links, on a professional basis, with adjoining departments, the State Police, and the Sheriff's 
Department, who were in a position to be of material assistance to the Town during any period 
of absence on my part. 


I would like to thank the State Police for their assistance and the time they spent on the 
house breaks, and also the Sheriff's Department, and in particular, Dick Prescott, who provided 
coverage in my absence. Their assistance was a great help. 


Most importantly, I would like to thank each of you, who watched and were alert to suspicious 
activity, for your help. The most important part of protection begins with you and that can 
not be emphasized too much. If you are alert, word will get out and criminals will be less 
apt to target Easton. 


Lastly, I would like to say that in a job such as this, I am usually dealing with competing 
interests where sometimes each party feels they are right. It is sometimes hard to satisfy 
all, however, as I look back on the past year there is a strong satisfaction on my part that 
I tried to treat each person with dignity and equality in the sometimes difficult task of applying 
the law.

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WHITE MOUNTAIN MENTAL HEALTH 
AND DEVELOPMENTAL SERVICES 
1993 Director’s Report 


During 1993, White Mountain Mental Health and Developmental Services has provided 
quality services to 960 individuals and their families. Consumers of our services range from 
newborn infants with developmental problems to nursing home residents referred for 
psychiatric consultation. 


Some of our newer programs and services include: 

Seasonal Affective Disorder assessment and treatment. 

“The Recovery Connection”, a program specifically directed toward assisting individuals 
who suffer from alcohol or drug problems. 

The ACUDO program, a partnership with the Division of Children and Youth Services 
and local schools to provide an active, outdoor activity based alternative to traditional “talk” 
therapy for youth identified as being in imminent danger of residential placement. 

The Children’s Outreach Program, which provides intensive home based services to . .children 
and their families. 


These newer programs join our traditional array of services offered to consumers in twenty- 
two towns. We continue to operate outpatient offices in Littleton, Lancaster, Woodsville, and Lincoln 
to help make our services available as close to our clients’ homes as possible. Maintaining these 
decentralized offices is an increasing challenge, given the increases in cost to maintain and staff 
several offices. Local financial support helps offset some of this expense, and is greatly valued. 


Our Developmental Services programs have been experiencing a period of evolution as we 
work to provide individualized programs dedicated to the philosophy that all persons have 
the right to meaningfully participate to their fullest potential in the life of their communities. 
Our services build on our consumers’ individual capacities and natural supports within the 
family and community while assisting in the enhancement of personal, social, vocational, and 
physical functioning. This year we are proud of some special accomplishments: 

We have assisted one of our developmentally disabled clients in purchasing her own home, 
with funding provided through a special “Home of Your Own” project. 

Our Early Intervention Program is currently expanding to better serve young children and families 
by providing early identification of conditions which commonly lead to development delays. 

Our consumers are working in many community settings, both as paid employees and as 
volunteers. 


As our agency begins a new year, we are indebted to Dennis MacKay, who has guided 
WMMH&DS as Area Director for the past twelve years. Dennis left in September to assume 
the position of Associate Director of Mental Health Services for Northern New Hampshire 
Mental Health and Developmental Services. Happily, our agency continues to benefit from 
his leadership through our affiliation with NNHMH&DS. It is our hope that with the support 
of our local communities, we will move forward to provide the best possible services, including 
new and innovative programs, in 1994.

Annual Report 


1993 has been a busy year for North Country Council. Our membership stands at forty- 
four communities, representing 99 percent of the region’s population. 


The year has seen major successes under the Council’s senior staff leadership: David 
Beauchesne, Regional Planning Coordinator; Cathy Conway, Civil Engineering Coordinator; 
Claire Douglass, Community Planning Coordinator; and Liz Ward, Small Business Development 
Coordinator. This team has supervised projects that run the gamut from master planning 
and sewer system designs to traffic corridor planning, GIS mapping, and micro-enterprise 
lending. Marghie Seymour, our Solid Waste Planner, continues to provide valuable assistance 
to the region’s solid waste management districts and communities on issues of recycling and 
solid waste management. Sharon Penney, Transportation Planner, has been providing the 
support and guidance for the Council’s ISTEA Transportation Planning Program. This new 
program will give NCC members a much greater say in how the New Hampshire Department 
of Transportation prioritizes transportation construction activities in the North Country in 
the future. 


Other activities completed this year include the third annual business survey, the North 
Country Ingenuity Fair, household hazardous waste collections, wood products market 
development planning, business counseling, regionwide computerized wetlands mapping, 
Northern Forest Lands representation, floodzone management, completion of an industrial 
environmental site assessment, completion of feasibility studies for industrial development, 
design of solid waste transfer stations, implementation of the rural plastics recycling program, 
and regional telecommunications system planning. 


In October, the Council celebrated its 20th anniversary year of service to the region with 
a gathering of former board members, friends, community representatives and staffers in 
Franconia, our old home town.

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NORTH COUNTRY HOME HEALTH AGENCY 
1993 Town Report 


The North Country Home Health Agency is a not-for-profit home care agency, founded in 
1971, providing acute care and a long term care option at home to support patients and families 
in meeting health care needs. Care is provided pre- and post- hospitalization and as an alternative 
to residential long-term care. 


The Agency’s philosophy is that health care should be community based, patient and family 
centered, support and empower the individual and prioritize the least restrictive care 
alternatives. 


In the Agency’s service area (Northern Grafton and Southern Coos Counties) 590 clients 
received 35,000 home visits representing 56,000 hours of care. 5 residents of the Town of Easton 
received 48 visits as follows: 

Nursing 26 
Home Health Aide 19 
Medical Social Service 3 


Over 1700 individuals were served at Agency sponsored influenza immunization, blood 
pressure, blood sugar and foot care clinics. 


75-80 individuals are employed, representing 47-50 full time equivalent employees. 


A major expansion of services is forthcoming in 1994; the agency will seek Medicare Hospice 
Certification, which will assist persons with a terminal illness and their families by providing 
specialized benefits. A New Hampshire Charitable Foundation grant was received by the agency 
to support the development of hospice services. 


The agency raised $40,689 through voluntary contributions during 1993, and offered $98,281 
in free and subsidized care to individuals and families. Voluntary funds were generated by 
individual donations, memorials, the annual appeal, the golf tournament, and the casino night. 


Combining the efforts and energy of a dedicated staff, the agency recruited numerous 
volunteers (consisting of board members and community residents) who contributed over 2200 
volunteer hours. 


The Agency appreciates the support of area residents in the provision of services. Please 
feel free to call if you have any questions or if we may be of assistance.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. provides services to older residents of Easton 
through the Littleton Area Senior Center. These services include home delivered meals, a 
senior dining room program, transportation, outreach and social work services, health screening 
and education, recreation, information and referral, as well as opportunities for older individuals 
to be of service to their communities through volunteering. 


Any Easton resident over the age of 60 or members of his/her family are eligible to use 
the services of GCSCC. Handicapped individuals under the age of 60 may also be served through 
these programs. Although there are no charges for the services, the Agency does request 
contributions toward the cost of services. 


During 1993, 1 older Easton resident was served through all of GCSCC’s programs. This 
individual enjoyed dinners at the Senior Center or received hot meals delivered to his home, 
used transportation services to travel to medical appointments, to grocery stores, to do personal 
errands or to the Senior Center, or used the services of our social worker. Services for Easton 
residents were instrumental in supporting these individuals as they attempted to remain in 
their own homes despite physical frailties. 


Our staff works closely with other agencies, providing services to older people in the 
community to assist older Easton residents and their families in taking advantage of available 
programs and services which will improve the quality of their lives and enable them to remain 
independent in their own community. 


Through the years, GCSCC has very much appreciated the support of the Easton community 
for services which enhance the independence of older residents of Easton. 
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HOSPICE OF THE LITTLETON AREA 
1993 Annual Report 


Hospice of the Littleton Area has completed its fourth year of providing volunteer services 
to residents of Bethlehem, Easton, Franconia, Haverhill, Landaff, Lisbon, Littleton, Lyman, 
and Sugar Hill. 


Volunteers provided supportive care at home, in hospitals and nursing homes to 48 individuals 
and families coping with the final stages of illness, and conducted bereavement support and 
cancer support groups.
